We are responding to House Bill 4513 which will eliminate the authority to levy 

income taxes on non-residents. The elimination of the income tax for non-

residents will have a devastating impact on all Cities currently levying the local 

income tax of which many have been levying the tax for over 50 years. In the 

case of the City of East Lansing, this approximates 50% of the income tax 

revenue. For some cities, the percentage may be even higher. 

 

The loss of this revenue will have a catastrophic effect on the services provided 

by the impacted Cities since the income tax is one of the largest revenue sources 

for the General Fund. These services include police and fire operations along 

with many other essential services. 

 

We strongly oppose this bill and encourage you to vote against its approval.
